VOLUNTEER police offi¬ 
cers in Dudley have clocked 
up more than 23,000 hours’ 
unpaid work helping to 
reduce crime in Dudley dur¬ 
ing the past 12 months. 

By day, they work in 
schools, hospitals and offices 
but Dudley special consta¬ 
bles also worked an average 
of 320 hours each last year. 

Force chiefs said hours 
worked by voluntary officers 
has increased year-on-year 
as a result of a string of 
high-profile policing duties. 

Many filled in for regular 
officers during last year’s 
summer riots when they 
worked up to 12 hours on 
shift - putting in a total of 
23,074 hours. 

They were also on patrol 
during Stourbridge Football 
Club’s FA Cup run last sea¬ 
son. 

Specials have tackled anti¬ 
social behaviour, policed 
Stourbridge town centre on 
Friday and Saturday nights 
and trained to drive police 
vehicles. 

Head of Dudley special 
constabulary, James Hor¬ 
ton, said: “The enthusiasm 
and dedication from my offi¬ 
cers is exceptional.” 

There are 72 Dudley spe¬ 
cials, who work an average 
of 27 hours per month. The 
minimum required is 16. 

Dudley specials are based 
at Sedgley, Dudley, Brierley 
Hill, Netherton, Kingswin- 
ford, Stourbridge, Lye and 
Halesowen. 

Superbug 
cases drop 

THE NUMBER of cases of 
superbug C-diff reported at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital have fallen, health 
bosses have said. There were 
99 cases were logged 
between April and the begin¬ 
ning of December last year. 

Nursing director Denise 
Mcmahon told hospital gov¬ 
ernors there had been just 
two cases in December and 
one so far in January - which 
was lower than in previous 
months. She said the drop 
was due to the “rigorous 
action” taken by staff.

MORE THAN 400 workers at Dudley Council have applied 
to take voluntary redundancy over the next year - double 
the number that will actually leave. Council bosses have 
launched the second year of a redundancy programme 
which will see around 200 positions go by April 2013. 

But the council revealed a total of 405 people have come forward and some applications 
may have to be refused. The redundancies are part of overall cost cutting plans totalling 
£30million over three years. Union chiefs in Dudley said uncertainty over pension reforms 
and low morale in the public sector was leading to employees wanting to leave.

No prison for 
games fraud 
store worker 

A SUPERMARKET worker who ran a 
£40,000 computer game racket modifying 
Xbox consoles to play fake games has been 
ordered to do 180 hours unpaid work. 

Jemmane McDonald, aged 25, also sold 
fake games and used the money he made to 
buy a car, television and designer clothes. 

But Judge John Wait was persuaded not 
to jail McDonald after hearing about the 
lack of complexity in his operation and how 
he had cooperated with investigators. 

“You are 25 and, I suspect, part of a gen¬ 
eration that does not realise the seriousness 
of what you did,” the judge said at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Monday. “You 
now know. ” 

But he added: “You are not somebody who 
carried out the operation on a sophisticated 
scale, you have no previous convictions and 
you come from a good home.” 

The court heard how McDonald, who lives 
with his elderly mother in Clent View, 
Smethwick, and works at Asda in Cape Hill, 
advertised his services through a website 
called www.monsterbackups.com for 20 
months, from May 2008 to March 2010. 

He was rumbled after a trading standards 
officer posing as a customer paid him £30 to 
modify an Xbox and £20 for five fake games. 

He admitted 28 counterfeiting offences. 


Following an announcement last Janu¬ 
ary, the local authority has already shed 
more than 400 jobs as part of a bid to save 
£22m. The move is part of wider plans to 
axe 800 jobs over the next three years. 

Of the 405 requests for redundancy, 54 
have been approved. Staff started leaving 
in December and will continue over the 
coming months. Some 67 applications have 
also been made for flexible retirement and 
reduction of working hours. 

A year ago, more than 1,100 staff applied 
for redundancy and 535 were turned down 
on the basis that the council could not 
afford to lose the posts. 

Council bosses say this year’s applica¬ 
tions are still being assessed. 

Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet member 
for human resources, law and governance, 
said: “The council received a total of 405 
requests from staff working in areas where 
voluntary redundancies may be considered 
and 67 requests for flexible retirement and 
reduction of working hours. 

Individual 

“We are working through these requests 
and to date a total of 54 voluntary redun¬ 
dancy requests have been approved and 
leaving dates for these staff started in 
December and will differ over coming 
months depending on each individual 
case.” Last year councillors approved cut¬ 
ting £1,050,000 off the staffing budget, to 
be made through voluntary redundancies, 
a review of staff bonuses and pay freezes. 

Dudley Unison joint branch secretary 
Steve Beardsmore said any job losses were 
regrettable in the economic climate. 

“Obviously people who are working for 
local authorities have very low morale at 
the moment,” he said. “Public sector work¬ 
ers are being blamed for all the economic 
problems and it is not very surprising that 
there are so many that want to leave.”

THOUSANDS of families 
will pay more for school 
meals under price rises just 
announced. 

Council chiefs in Dudley 
have said they will increase 
the cost of primary school 
dinners by five pence a day. 

Costs will go up from 
£1.80 to £1.85 a day in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Bosses in Walsall said the- 
cost would go up from £1.85 
to £1.90. Wolverhampton 
and Sandwell said they were 
still reviewing prices. 

In Staffordshire the cost 
of secondary dinners is £2.20 
and primaries £2.10. Prices 
were frozen last year but are 
to be reviewed in April. 

Dudley Council said its 
new prices are being intro¬ 
duced to cover the rising cost 
of food and fuel bills. 

The authority said it has 
seen a rise in the number of 
students having school 
meals. 

The cost of food at sec¬ 
ondary schools in the bor¬ 
ough is also set to rise by 
three per cent. And the price 
of an adult meal for staff at 
primary schools will go up by 
5p from £2.85 to £2.90 when 
the increases are introduced 
on April 16. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Councillor 
Liz Walker, said in a report: 
“Meal uptake in 2010/11 saw 
a 1.4 per cent increase, and 
year to date these numbers 
have been maintained num¬ 
bers, despite the current cli¬ 
mate.”

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£33,000 con gang pair spared prison 


TWO Dudley crooks who were part 
of a fraud that led to more than 
£33,000 being swindled from the 
Government’s crisis loan scheme 
have been spared immediate jail. 

The con saw a gang of 11 take 
cash from money set aside for people 
hit by an emergency or disaster. 

The Department for Work and 
Pensions makes interest-free loan 
payments of up to £440. But crimi¬ 
nals forged fake tenancy documents, 


created fake landlords and made a 
series of fraudulent applications. 

Ryan Henry, 28, of Priory Road, 
and Neil Bell, 37, of Watsons Close, 
were given 12-month jail terms sus¬ 
pended for 18 months at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. The court 
previously heard the pair’s names 
had been found on applications. 

Sandra Wheldon, 30, of Leasowes 
Road, Tipton, received a 12-month 
community order including a super¬ 


vision requirement. She pretended 
to be a landlord to help acquire 
loans, the court was told. 

Her partner, who the mother-of- 
one lived with, was also part of the 
gang and had already been sen¬ 
tenced, along with seven others. All 
admitted conspiracy to defraud. 

In scores of fake applications, the 
gang provided addresses of innocent 
people in Sandwell and Dudley and 
pretending they were set to move in 


to their properties. Investigators 
used voice recognition technology 
and covert surveillance to help end 
the racket which pocketed £33,518 
with 84 applications between Octo¬ 
ber 2010 and last July. 

Matthew Warren, aged 25, of St 
John’s Road, Dudley, had already 
been given a 16-month jail term for 
his role as the “head” of the racket. 

Wheldon and Henry must pay 
£200 costs each.

Electronics 
store shuts 
after firm 
loses £46m 

BEST BUY has finally 
closed its store at Dudley’s 
Merry Hill Centre after 
throwing in the towel in its 
battle to shake up the elec¬ 
tronics market in the UK 
and attract new customers. 

The branch of one was 11 
shops created after mobile 
phone retailer Carphone 
Warehouse joined forces 
with US group Best Buy in 
May 2008 in a bid to take 
on electronics giants such 
as Dixons Retail. 

But after losses of £46.7 
million in the six months to 
September, the £1.1 billion 
joint venture was forced to 
admit that its attempt to 
blend competitive prices 
and American-style cus¬ 
tomer service had failed to 
woo UK shoppers. 

Best Buy Europe said it 
was confident that it would 
be able to “redeploy” its 
1,100 Best Buy employees 
elsewhere in its Carphone 
Warehouse or technical 
support business Geek 
Squad, and claimed the 
relationship between Car¬ 
phone Warehouse and Best 
Buy remained “very 
strong”. 

A spokesman said: “We 
remain committed to work¬ 
ing with our Best Buy 
employees to ensure they 
find suitable positions 
within other areas of our 
business. 


Dudley Council is install¬ 
ing cables for traffic lights in 
until January 29. 

But Rob Mantle, owner of 
Coffee Uno and the neigh¬ 
bouring BHF Florists, said 
traders had no idea the work 
was planned and are com¬ 
plaining they now face 
weeks of disruption. 

The works will gradually 
move along the road as 
underground cables are 
replaced. Businesses said 
there was no space for deliv¬ 
ery vans to park outside 
while work is carried out. 

And they feared cus¬ 
tomers will be put off by the 
works going on outside. 

Mr Mantle, aged 59, said: 
“We haven’t got a back 
entrance so we have to take 
deliveries at the front. 

“Our floristry business is 
90 per cent deliveries so we 
rely on there being room to 
park on the front. 

Stunned 

“I don’t blame the work¬ 
ers but it would have surely 
been good practice for the 
council to let us know in 
advance. I was stunned - it 
was a total shock.” 

Adams Carpets owner 
Mahmood Ahmed, 40, said 
customers were struggling 
to park to load their cars. 

He said: “It’s going to 
drive customers away - they 
are complaining and it is 
making life really difficult.” 

Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, cabinet member for 
transportation, said work 
should be over by the end of 
January. 

“A clear pathway for 
edestrians should always 
e maintained during this 
work and if any footpath clo¬ 
sure had been necessary 
notices would have been 
sent to all local premises,” 
he said.

A COLLECTION of giant African land 
snails are being kept out of the cold at Dud¬ 
ley Zoo. Senior keeper Lesley Lewis has 
transferred four snails to a warmer climate 
in the boiler room beneath the zoo offices. 

They are now keeping warm in a tank 
where they are eating lettuce and cucumber 
until the temperatures outside increase in 
the spring. Mrs Lewis owns four of the mega 
molluscs and the largest, named Corris, is 


about the size of a human hand. “When the 
weather gets colder, the snails need more 
warmth in order to stay active. They are 
now situated on top of the boiler in the base¬ 
ment, where they are happily eating lettuce 
and cucumber in their tank,” she said. 

The species is believed to be native to the 
West Africa coasts of Sierra Leone, Liberia, 
Ivory Coast and Nigeria. The shells often 
grow to 18cm with a diameter of 9cm.

Funding for the project 
in Dudley will instead come 
from central government 
and from the West Mid¬ 
lands Local Transport 
Plan. 

Four dual socket car¬ 
charging points will be 
installed in the coming 
months in the town 
centres. 

Further points are 
planned in Stourbridge at 
the £50 million redeveloped 


Crown Centre by the end of 
the year. 

“As an authority we take 
sustainability issues very 
seriously and we are confi¬ 
dent that by offering elec¬ 
tric car points we will 
enable more people to drive 
electric vehicles while 
bringing in more trade 
from those who already use 
them,” said Councillor 
Harley. 

Struggling 

“I think that this is an 
important move because 
we all know that house¬ 
holds are struggling with 
the costs of petrol and you 
do have to look around for 
the cheapest places for 
fuel,” added councillor 
Harley. 

“This can be an incentive 
to look at alternatives like 
electric cars and although 
they may be more expen¬ 
sive initially there are 
savings to be made. 

“The Stourbridge points 
will not be in until later in 
the year due to the develop¬ 
ment plans,” councillor 
Harley went on to say.

Monkey couple are handed a life ban 


A COUPLE who sold a sick pet 
monkey which had seven broken 
bones because of a poor diet have 
been banned for life from keeping 
any animals and ordered to pay more 
than £2,700 each in costs. 

The four-month old marmoset 
called Mikey had to be put down due 
to a disease caused by a lack of sun¬ 
light and calcium. 

Lee Powell and Julie Jones, of 
Stourbridge, had delivered the 


animal wrapped in a towel in a 
hamster cage to Sheila Lister on a car 
park in Bilston, Dudley Magistrates 
heard. They told the 60-year-old 
from Essington, who paid £650 for 
the animal, that it could be fed on 
marshmallows and fruit. 

But in the South American rain¬ 
forests the monkeys live on insects, 
sap and fruit and, because they need 
sun and ultra violet light, Vitamin D3 
is essential to their diet, Mr Nick 


Sutton, prosecuting said. The 
monkey had walked “like a soldier 
doing a commando crawl” when it 
was taken to vets four days later on 
June 19, magistrates had previously 
heard. Jones, aged 42, and Powell, 
aged 50, had bred the marmoset at 
their home in Sunderland Drive. Mr 
Simon Hanns, defending, said they 
had “made mistakes” and were now 
“suffering the consequences”. They 
have been ordered to hand in their 


other four pet marmosets to the 
RSPCA. The couple were each given 
a one-year community order, includ¬ 
ing 300 hours of unpaid work, and 
ordered to pay £2,713 each in court 
costs. They must each also pay Mrs 
Lister £325 in compensation. 

At an earlier trial they were each 
found guilty of two charges of causing 
unnecessary suffering and two of not 
taking reasonable steps to ensure the 
animal was fed appropriately.

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Project to 

improve 

heathland 

A MAJOR project to restore 
important heathland by 
removing trees and plants 
has started at a nature 
reserve. 

Worcestershire Wildlife 
Trust will clear much of the 
woodland which has covered 
the Devil’s Spittleful over 
the past 50 years. 

It is the largest restora¬ 
tion project ever to have 
taken place at the reserve, 
between Kidderminster and 
Bewdley, and experts hope it 
will boost species of wildlife 
in the area. 

Older trees, including 
pines and those used as habi¬ 
tats by birds and animals, 
will not be disturbed during 
the wildlife project. 

Removal of the woodland 
will allow heather, grasses 
and other plants to grow at 
the site, according to 
experts. Alongside restoring 
heathland to the site the 
work will also provide better 
views over the reserve and a 
public right of way has also 
been cleared and re¬ 
instated. 

The work is being sup¬ 
ported by Natural England 
and once the site has been 
cleared the area will be 
fenced and grazed.

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Death threats a part of 
life for Peru missionary 

A FULL-TIME job with daily expo¬ 
sure to the sights, sounds and 
smells of abject poverty - and all 
for no pay - is certainly not every¬ 
one’s ideal career. 

But former West Midlands teacher Mar¬ 
garet Saunderson has stuck at her role as a 
Christian missionary to some of Peru’s 
shanty towns. 

The 60-year-old has braved terrorism, 
drug-trafficking criminals and a personal 
death threat over the last 30 years. 

And her reward is seeing the transforma¬ 
tion she and her colleagues in the Latin 
Link charity help to achieve. 

Families progress from bamboo shelters 
to plywood shacks with corrugated roofs 
and, maybe, ultimately a brick-built home. 

“You look and wonder how people could 
possibly live in such conditions but they 
come out of their shacks in clean, beauti¬ 
fully pressed clothes, and they don’t look 
bedraggled,” said Margaret, who taught 
languages at Kinver’s Edgecliff Secondary 
School from 1974 to 1979. 

Malnourished 

Margaret lives in a flat in the Peruvian 
capital Lima, near desert hillside shanty 
towns such as Villa Salvador and La 
Tablada, where she has helped to establish 
feeding programmes for malnourished 
children, found outlets to sell cottage 
industry goods and held health clinics with 
visiting doctors. 

She has helped to improve the quality of 
life for thousands of families, and guided 
them spiritually, if they wish, to Christian¬ 
ity. 

Margaret, who returns to Peru this 
month after a five-month return to 
England, was inspired to devote her life to 
missionary work by TV documentaries. 

By the early 1990s many missionary 
projects in Peru folded against a growing 
tide of civil unrest. 

Times are less turbulent now, although 
there are still parts of Lima where cocaine 
trafficking and murders are rife.

A NARROW lane in Pensnett is 
being plagued by fly-tippers who 
are using it to dump rubbish and 
causing misery for neighbours. 

People living near Gibbons Lane are 
calling for action to stop “vile” waste being 
left along the main pathway and under¬ 
growth. 

Residents said both household and indus¬ 
trial rubbish was being dumped in the lane, 
which is often used by pedestrians as a 
shortcut. 

They say the lane, off High Street, which 
leads to Kmgswinford, is obscured by high 
vegetation making it hard to monitor and a 
prime target for the fly-tippers. 

The land backs on to The Plantation 
housing estate. More waste has been 
dumped at the site over the past week and 
residents said something had to be done. 

Rubbish includes building waste such as 
bricks, tiles and rubble alongside other 
waste which has started to rot. 

Problem 

Bedside cabinets have been left in the past 
and there is also a problem with dog mess 
not being cleaned up and broken glass. 

Residents are asking Dudley Council to 
place bollards at the lane’s entrance to the 
lane to stop vehicles but is unadopted and 
not under the jurisdiction of any authority. 

John Palmer, 68, who lives near the site, 
said: “The situation has got worse over the 
past few years. This used to be a nice short¬ 
cut but now it is in an appalling condition. 

“The latest rubbish to be dumped there is 
absolutely vile. Part of the waste has started 
rotting and the smell is just horrible. We 
hope something can be done about it. ” 

Dudley Councillor David Stanley said: 
“People who dump rubbish are not only 
breaking the law they are causing a blot on 
the landscape and leaving the taxpayer out 
of pocket.”

on supermarket scheme 


SHOPPERS have been giving 
their verdict on plans for a major 
new supermarket in Kingswinford 
that will create 70 jobs. 

The scheme to revamp Morrisons was 
scrutinised by hundreds of people. 

Traffic congestion was among concerns 
raised by those living nearby, but many 
seemed in favour of a larger store. 

The supermarket giant wants to demolish 
its store in Stallings Lane and replace it with 
a 40,000sq ft one on disused industrial land 
next to the present. 

People viewing the plans also welcomed 
changes to the petrol station at the site, in 
Stallings Lane, which would be moved to 
ease the queues for motorists. 

Husband and wife, Brian and Penny 
Strickland, aged 73 and 60 respectively, of 
Hyde Lane, Kinver, are regulars at the Mor¬ 
risons store. 

Mrs Strickland welcomed the new store, 
adding: “We already use their store in Kid¬ 
derminster as well but this one will be even 
better. 

Improve 

“They are also going to improve the layout 
of the petrol station which will be better as 
it does get busy.” 

Resident Carol Plader, 55, who lives 
nearby, said congestion around the store 
needs to be improved. 

She said proposals to install traffic lights 
at the Stallings Lane entrance would 
improve the problem. 

“Something needs to be done about the 
traffic because it can be impossible to turn 
out onto the main road on some days,” she 
said. 

Retired police officer Neville Hayes, 63, 
who lives on the nearby Charterfields 
estate, was less taken with the scheme. 

He said the proposed traffic lights would 
not solve the problem and asked for a traffic 
island to be installed. 

Under the plans, parking s paces would be 
increased from around 250 to about 430. 

Morrisons spokeswoman Tracy Hostler 
said more than 300 people had viewed the 
exhibition in the first three hours.

If this Government really wants to 
know what has brought about a “broken 
society” I cannot help but recall Mrs 
Thatcher’s words: “There is no such 
thing as society, only individuals” 

It was her government that oversaw 
the globalisation of banking and the 
subsequent demutualisation of building 
societies.

HALESOWEN builders A&H Construction have been awarded a £4.8 
million contract to build an extension to the famous Wing Yip Chinese 
superstore in Birmingham. The project will expand the eight-acre site 
in Neachells to take in a neighbouring two-acre plot. 


Leigh dares to try her luck 


Historic carpet 
firm up for sale 

THE “FOR SALE” sign has gone up at 
Kidderminster’s historic Victoria Carpets 
in a shock move by its directors. The com¬ 
pany as a whole employs around 750 peo¬ 
ple. 

Its management has been coming under 
pressure from shareholders who want to 
see a bigger return for their investment. 

The consortium includes former chair¬ 
man Alexander Anton, a member of the 
founding family that brought the company 
to Kidderminster over a century ago. 

Faced with what it considered an 
attempt to wrest control of the business 
away from them, management led by chief 
executive Alan Bullock, has called in 
accountants BDO and put the business up 
for sale. 

Trading 

The company’s current market value is 
£21.5 million and its shares were trading 
at £3.10 early this week - up 2.5 per cent 
within minutes of the sale announcement. 

More than half of its operations are in 
Australia. Just 200 still work at the head¬ 
quarters and carpet factory in Worcester 
Road, Kidderminster. 

The board has been discussing its strat¬ 
egy for the business with a wide range of 
its shareholders. A deadline is targeted for 
the end of February for the announcement 
of a firm offer for the company or its oper¬ 
ating businesses. 


The site was bought from Birmingham 
Council by Wing Yip and A&H says that 
the nine-month project will see more than 
50 sub-contractors employed at any one 
time. 

Work is due to start work on February 
13. Director Martin Head said: “We are 
very pleased and honoured to have been 
selected for this contract by such a presti¬ 
gious and successful company. 

“Come hell or high water we will aim to 
make sure they are open in time for 
Christmas.” 

It caps a successful period for the com¬ 
pany, which employs 80 people at its 
Coombs Road headquarters in Halesowen. 

Awarded 

A&H has just started work on a new pri¬ 
mary school in Chaddesley Corbett and 
has been awarded the building contract for 
a new hotel in Bath. 

The firm is thought to have beaten off 
national building companies to win the 
work, and Mr Head said it would be good 
news for local sub-contractors who would 
be recruited to carry out work on the proj¬ 
ect. 

Henry Yap, managing director of the 
Chinese superstore group, said the project 
would give them 200,000 sq ft of space 
across 10 acres. 

The work, which begins after the start 
of the Chinese New Year, which ushers in 
the Year of the Dragon, is part of a major 
expansion programme for supermarket 
group, still headed by founder Wing Yip 
who is now chairman. 

Two more stores are planned, in Not¬ 
tingham and Cardiff, to add to the existing 
four.

Go-ahead given to new 
plan for £2.6m revamp 


A £2.6 MILLION revamp of a Black 
Country park has moved a step 
forward after revised plans were 
given the go-ahead. 

The existing pavilion at Dudley’s Priory 
Park will be extended to provide a modern 
visitor centre. 

It will include educational and commu¬ 
nity facilities, including public toilets, and 
will act as a base for a park ranger. The plans 
had previously been approved by councillors 
18 months ago but they had to be resubmit¬ 
ted after the design of the pavilion roof was 
changed. 

It will now be made of timber and plastic 
rather than metal. Dudley Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee have unani¬ 
mously backed the plans. 

Happy 

Chairman Colin Wilson said: “We have 
already backed the plans once and are happy 
to do so again.” The development is being 
paid for by the Heritage Lottery fund. 

Other improvements include the building 
of a “family shelter”, a mini football pitch, a 
new entrance and lighting of the old abbey. 

New artwork, including medieval-style 
floor tiles, sculptural entrances and a 6ft 
statue of local hero Dorothy Round, has 
been designed by students from Castle High 
School, Priory Primary and Dudley College. 

Miss Round, who was born in 1908 and 
attended Dudley Girls’ High School, won 
Wimbledon in 1934 and 1937. She was the 
first woman from overseas to win the Aus¬ 
tralian Open tennis championships, in 
1935. She died in 1982.

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Passenger numbers set to 
double with larger rail cars 


DOUBLE the number of passengers 
will be able to travel on a Stourbridge 
rail line under £1.7 million plans to 
introduce larger rail cars. 

New 120-seater rail cars, costing around 
£850,000 each, will be introduced on the Stour¬ 
bridge town branch line later this year. 

Bosses have said they were hopeful the rail 
cars would run on the line following the 
opening of the new £7m Stourbridge Bus 
Station nearby. 

More than one million passengers have trav¬ 
elled on the service since the gas-powered rail 
cars replaced diesel trains on the line three 


years ago. The service is operated by Parry 
People Movers Ltd, which is based in Cradley 
Heath. 

Executive chairman John Parry MBE today 
said the present 60-seater rail cars on the 
Stourbridge Town branch line have reached 
capacity. “We have pushed our service to the 
limit of its frequency at the current time so the 
best way to expand is to double the size of our 
rail cars,” he said. 

Popular 

“Local train services are so popular at the 
moment and are bursting at the seams. 

“It has been a knock- on effect of high parking 


costs in the centres of towns that more people 
are turning to local train services.” 

Mr Parry said he hoped up to three new rail- 
cars would be needed on the line. 

The branch line runs from Stourbridge Town 
to Stourbridge Junction stations to link up with 
main line services to London, Birmingham and 
Worcester. 

It is hoped the new railcars, which will be 
twice the size of the present Class 139 version, 
would be able to operate six return services an 
hour on the line. The firm has already 
announced £5m plans to open a second passen¬ 
ger line on an existing freight railway between 
Brier ley Hill and Stourbridge.

Present traders ‘not 
considered’ in plans 


A BLUEPRINT for parking across Dudley 
has been branded “disappointing” by 
traders. 

They say it is geared towards new devel¬ 
opments rather than existing homes and 
businesses. 

Dudley Council has released a draft of its 
parking standards document and is urging 
residents and shop owners to comment on 
the plans. The proposals will determine the 
level of parking to be created at new housing 
and business developments in the future. 

But traders claim they were concerned 
the document did not sufficiently address 
how parking could be improved for existing 
sites within town centres in the borough. 

Trader Alan Caswell, who runs the 
Arcade Toyshop in Dudley town centre, 
said: “I have looked at the document, and it 


does seem to be geared towards future 
developments rather than how things can 
be made better for existing places in the 
town.” 

Mr Caswell, who has long campaigned for 
more parking in Dudley, said he still hoped 
places such as Stone Street Square would be 
considered as a place for spaces in the 
future. The consultation on the new docu¬ 
ment will run until February 20. New 
cycling bays and disabled parking require¬ 
ments will also be considered.

A SECOND consultation into 
plans for new gipsy and travellers’ 
pitches in Wyre Forest is set to 
start next month, if councillors 
agree to consider four extra sites.

Thousands of pounds will now be 
invested in converting the building into a venue for func¬ 
tions such as wedding receptions and conferences. 


Views are 
sought on 
proposals 
for budget 

RESIDENTS are being 
asked for their views on 
budget proposals by Wyre 
Forest District Council for 
the coming year. 

The local authority has 
launched an online ques¬ 
tionnaire to get feedback on 
suggested council tax levels, 
proposals for savings and 
opinions on where money 
should be spent. 

People can access it at 
www.wyreforestdc.gov.uk 
and are asked to submit 
their views by February 3. 

Proposals by the council’s 
cabinet include a freeze on 
council tax. 

It also looks at financial 
pressures on the authority 
due to the economic down¬ 
turn and measures on how 
this can be tackled. 

The revenue budget is 
what the authority uses for 
the day-to-day running of 
services such as waste and 
recycling collections. It also 
covers planning and build¬ 
ing controls and parks. 

Plans being consulted on 
include setting up a fund to 
help economic regeneration 
in the region, reducing the 
number of councillors and 
creating new tourist attrac¬ 
tions to bring in visitors. 

This includes converting 
existing pools at community 
spots in the region into 
larger splash parks. 

Councillor Nathan Des¬ 
mond, cabinet member for 
resources, said the authority 
was eager to hear feedback 
from residents. 


Developer Combi Con¬ 
struction has lodged plans 
for the renovations. They 
show a main hall with a 
stage and area for the DJ as 
well as 16 large tables dotted 
around the room. 

Ike Ahmed, from Combi 
Construction, said some 
work had already started 
and plans had been submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council for the 
next stage.

“We’ve got quite a lot of 
work to do but we are hoping 
to open by the end of April,” 
he added. 

Planners are to consider 
the scheme within the next 
two months. 

The nightclub has had a 
controversial past, having 
been at the centre of a row 
over a free drinks promotion 
before it closed. 

It introduced a free bar for 
an hour each Saturday night 
and admissions rose from 
300 to more than 1,000 in 
just four weeks, sparking 
complaints from the police. 

And it hit the headlines 
again in 1999 after a Cradley 
Heath reveller had part of 
her finger bitten off during a 
row. Shortly afterwards, it 
closed due to financial 
reasons and never re¬ 
opened, although a new 
licence was granted in 2005. 

The club opened as Gold¬ 
smiths in 1987 and became 
Fusion in 1997 after a 
£lmillion revamp .

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work on 200 homes to be 
catalyst for masterplan 


Work has begun on the creation of 
more than 200 homes on a new 
estate - kickstarting a masterplan to 
transform an ailing area of Kidder¬ 
minster. 

A total of 223 homes will be built on the 
Churchfields Business Park as part of the plans 
that would see an “urban village” created to 


connect shops with the town centre. The propos¬ 
als, by Bellway Homes, would see the housing 
development created in Clensmore Street. 

Under plans there will be two four-storey 
blocks of flats, and nine single flats above 
garages, with the remaining 194 units divided 
between detached, semi-detached and terraced 
houses. 

A total of 49 homes are earmarked as “low 
cost” and will be sold to the 
Wyre Forest Community 
Housing Group. 

Permission 

The Churchfields Business 
Park site was once home to 
Georgian Carpets and still is 
the base for a number of facto¬ 
ries and warehouses. 

Wyre Forest District Council 
wants to regenerate the area 
and create a link between that 
area and the heart of the town 
centre. 

Proposals for the develop¬ 
ment to connect the Horsefair 
shopping area and town centre 
were first announced last year. 


Asda also wants to build a new superstore and 
link road nearby but is waiting for planning per¬ 
mission. 

The first phase of the housing development 
will start imminently and Bellway expect to open 
a sales cabin during the spring. 

The development is named Keeper’s Lock, as 
it looks out onto the canal. Bellway’s regional 
managing director David Campbell-Kelly said: 
“Our first site in Kidderminster, Honeybrook 
has been extremely popular, we have every con¬ 
fidence in Keeper’s Lock. 

“The site has been derelict for some time and 
the development will enable us to return an oth¬ 
erwise redundant area back to community use 
and enhance the local area, many residents have 
voiced their approval of this new development,” 
added Mr Campbell-Kelly. 

Infrastructure works are expected to cost £4.2 
million and will include a traffic lights at the 
Blackwell Street roundabout and a link road 
between Clensmore Street and St Mary’s 
Ringway. 

A new bridge linking Clensmore Street with 
Crossley Retail Park, two pedestrian bridges to 
cross the canal and general highways works are 
also planned. 


Family escape blaze 

A WOMAN and five children climbed down scaffolding to escape 
a burning flat after flames engulfed a balcony and spread to the 
living room. 

Police and fire crews helped them to safety after being called to 
the property in Bredon Court, Halesowen, at last week. Firefight¬ 
ers said the 26-year-old occupier had raised the alarm after 
hearing a loud bang from the living room. 

The woman then rounded up the children, a 12-year-old, nine- 
year-old, five-year-old and two two-year-olds in the front 
bedroom. 

With the help of police and fire crews they were able to use scaf¬ 
folding put up outside the property for maintenance work to climb 
out and be lifted to safety.

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Campaigners 
looking to raise 
cash in fire fight 

CAMPAIGNERS have just six weeks to raise £10,000 to 
fund a legal bid to overturn controversial plans which 
would close a Black Country fire station and see the axe 
fall on a 24-hour crew. 

They are now appealing to local businesses and resi¬ 
dents to help their fight which could end up costing the 
campaigners tens of thousands. 

A judicial review is being launched over the decision to 
shut Halesowen fire station and cut the 24-hour crew 
which also serves Cradley Heath. 

But protesters need to pay solicitors a £10,000 deposit 
and submit papers to the High Court by February 28 - 
within three months of the original decision being made. 
They held a meeting to discuss ways to generate the 
funding they need. 

It is estimated that up to £40,000 needs to be raised to 
fund the case. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James Morris is 
working with the Halesowen and Cradley Heath Fire 
Station Action Group, including local business and com¬ 
munity leaders. 

The group is also looking at organising fundraising 
events and getting community groups involved to help 
with the drive. 

Protesters are concerned that the West Midlands Fire 
Authority plans will leave the area unprotected and fire¬ 
fighters said the move was a “dark day for the public of 
Halesowen”. 


Fear over implants 



Jenna Johnson now worried about her implants 


A WOMAN from the Black Country says she feels 
“extremely frightened and angry” after finding herself in 
the middle of a health scare over silicone breast implants. 

Jenna Johnson, aged 27, believed she was having saline 
implants fitted when she had an operation privately two 
years ago after losing 8st. 

But she has been horrified to learn they were filled with 
non-medical grade silicone intended for use in mattresses. 
They were manufactured by now-closed French company 
Poly Implant Prostheses (PIP), which has hit the headlines 
after health concerns were raised. The French government 
told women with these implants to have them removed. 

Miss Johnson, of The Infield, Cradley Heath, had her 
operation at The Hospital Group’s Dolan Park cosmetic 
hospital in Bromsgrove. “I believed I had purchased saline 
implants not silicone ones so I’m extremely frightened and 
angry about all of this. I don’t know whether I’ve had a 
rupture so I’m worried about what could happen.” 

The Hospital Group website, dated January 9, said: “The 
latest advice from the department of health continues to be 
there is not sufficient evidence to recommend routine 
removal of PIP implants, women who are concerned should 
speak with their GR”

Glimpse into the future 
that brings light rail link 


THESE pictures are the first 
glimpse of how a multi-million 
pound light rail network between 
Brierley Hill and Stourbridge 
could look under new plans. 

They were released as bosses revealed 
work could start within the next two years, 
creating dozens of jobs. Three metro-style 
stations would be built as part of the £5 
million project to run passenger railcars on 
a four-mile section of an existing freight 
line. Passengers would be able to catch the 
railcars from The Waterfront, in Brierley 
Hill. 

Railcars would then stop at a newly 
reopened Brierley Hill town railway station, 
off Station Road, which has been shut for 
more than 60 years. 

A stop would be built near Corbett Hospi¬ 
tal, Amblecote, before railcars travel on to 
Stourbridge Junction to connect up with 
main line services to London, Worcester and 
Birmingham. 

Principle 

Cradley Heath based-firm Parry People 
Movers has attracted £lm in principle from 
the Government’s Regional Growth Fund 
to kick-start the project. 

The firm already runs the branch line 
between Stourbridge Town and Junction 
stations. 

The cash allows the firm to begin research 
and development into the plans to evaluate 
the existing infrastructure like the tracks 
and help develop new vehicles for the line. 

Further funding will involve a leasing 
company putting up around £2.5m for the 
cost of the buying three new trains. 

Executive chairman John Parry said it 
was great news for the company and the 
Black Country. 

New jobs including drivers, cleaners and 
maintenance workers will be needed if the 
proposals become a reality. 

“This is the biggest news for the company 
for a long time and we are delighted to be 
working on this project,” he said.

Have your say on centre plans 


A CONSULTATION on plans to open 
up Halesowen town centre for devel¬ 
opments including a major new 
department store and multiplex 
cinema has been launched. 

Residents will have until February 20 to have 
their say on the Dudley Council proposals, 
which aim attract tens of millions of pounds of 
investmentn. 

Bosses also hope the Halesowen Area Action 
Plan, if approved, will lead to the creation of 
hundreds of jobs. 

Businesses, residents, visitors and commu¬ 
nity organisations are now being asked for their 
views. 

The plans contain proposals to knock down 
the “outdated” Cornbow Hall and the adjacent 
multi-storey car park and replace them with a 


department store and a new car park. 

An hotel and around 65,000 sq ft of new, 
smaller shops were also among the council’s 
plan for the town, which are to be implemented 
by 2026. 

The action plan outlines nine potential areas 
for development in the town centre. 

Aside from the Cornbow Hall, one of the main 
sites is the Trinity Point office block. 

Also on the list for redevelopment is Fountain 
House near the River Stour. 

Marketing 

A report published on the plan states that 
despite years of “proactive” marketing, the 
office block has continued to stand vacant. 

A new public open square, linking Birming¬ 
ham Street and Cobham Street, is also included 
in the plans. 

Council officers will be available at the 


Cornbow Shopping Centre on February 1 to 
discuss the document. 

Cabinet member for regeneration, Councillor 
Angus Adams, said: “The feedback we receive 
from this consultation will help to influence 
future planning for the Halesowen Area Action 
Plan. 

“I hope as many people as possible visit 
council officers at the Cornbow shopping centre 
on Wednesday 1 February to find out more and 
to be a part of the town’s future.”

£4m homes project is 
being planned forvillage 


A £4 MILLION project to build new homes 
in a village near Stourport has been 
announced by developers. 

Old precast concrete flats will be demol¬ 
ished in Hartlebury to make way for a 
mixture of 35 two and three-bedroom 
houses and apartments. 

Developer Festival Housing is behind the 
scheme and says the proposals will bring 
new affordable homes to the Worcester¬ 
shire village. 

The existing flats at Woodbury Close 
were built 60 years ago from concrete and 
bosses at the Malvern-based firm say they 
have proven increasingly difficult to let. 
Homes will be built on two sites within the 
village, off Woodbury Close and Worcester 


Road. A planning application is expected to 
go before Wychavon District Council in the 
coming weeks. But if successful, demoli¬ 
tion work on the existing flats could start 
before the end of the year. 

Festival Housing’s commercial director, 
Richard Grounds, said it was an exciting 
development for the area. 

“We will be working with local residents, 
the parish council and other interested 
parties to make sure the new development 
is of the highest quality and provides sus¬ 
tainable and affordable homes in the 
village for local people,” he said. 

“The existing flats do not meet the stan¬ 
dards that residents expect today, and are 
difficult to keep warm.”

NEW YEAR 2012 saw 
unseasonably hot weather 
sizzling across the UK and 
some parts of the country 
reached temperatures 
higher than Spain. 

It was, however, a very different 
story in January 1963 when the 
country endured “The Big Freeze” 
and one of the coldest winters on 
record. 

Temperatures plummeted and 
rivers froze as blizzard conditions 
swept across the country. Three 
feet deep snow drifts caused chaos 
blocking roads and railways across 
the Black Country. Snow drifts of 
up to 22ft high brought much of the 
South West and Wales to a stand¬ 
still and in Kent a mile stretch of 
sea turned to ice. 

Margaret Millington from Cose- 
ley said: “I can remember it being 
so cold that the canal in Upper

Church Lane, Tipton froze over. My 
teenage friends skated on it like an 
ice rink and enjoyed sliding up and 
down. 

“You took your life in your hands 
just walking to work as the paths 
were so dangerous. The gritters 
were simple open lorries with a cou¬ 
ple of men shoveling salt and grit 
onto the road. 


Slipping 


“Houses still had open fires in 
those days and ash would also be 
spread over the ground to stop peo¬ 
ple slipping.” 

Walsall and Wolverhampton 
depended on supplies of coal from 
mines on Cannock Chase in 
Staffordshire and disruption 
caused an upsurge in sales of elec¬ 
tric fires. 

Warming food like rabbit stew, 
broths and soups kept the cold at 


bay and people wrapped up in thick 
coat and boots. Les Millington said: 
“My brother-in-law worked for the 
council and would be up at 3am to 
do the gritting. I can remember 
him leaving the house dressed in 
long Johns with two pairs of 
trousers over the top to keep out 
the cold.” 

Milk was frozen in the bottles on 
the doorsteps and would often 
freeze in the house as there was no 
central heating. 

People would snuggle up by the 
fire or go to bed early to keep warm 
and save coal. The more well off 
your were the more you could 
afford to stockpile coal which would 
last you through the bitter winter. 

If you depended upon a weekly 
wage however, your coal supplies 
would probably run out within a 
week. 

One thing however, remains the 
same today as it always was. 

The vagaries of the weather 
brings out the best of British as 
people, both past and present, pull 
together in the face of the Great 
British winter.

LONDON is a capital place to 
visit but there’s one thing you 
don’t want to take with you - the 
car. 

Driving along those busy streets is 
no fun so let the coach do the work 
while you sit back and enjoy the 
sights - and there’s plenty of them. 

With all the special coach deals around 
a theatre break including the return 
journey, time for shopping and a show 
can work out just a few pounds dearer 
than the normal cost of the theatre ticket 
and what a way to beat those post Christ¬ 
mas blues.

Chairman leads applause 
as Wolves earn their Spurs 


WOLVES chairman Steve Morgan led the applause at the final whistle 
as Mick McCarthy’s Wolves prised out a priceless point at White Hart 
Lane. 

Morgan had had his say on the club’s efforts so far just two days before Saturday’s match. 
How pleased he must have been with the reply. 

For if Wolves’ results in the first half of the season have been “unacceptable”, then this 
stirring performance was surely what the chairman wants to see. 


On a freezing afternoon, the considerable 
feeling from the stands probably didn’t 
match the warmth in the heart of McCarthy, 
who knew his side had earned a bonus point 
in what has to be regarded as another battle 
for survival. 

It says everything about the commitment 
demanded by the manager that his players 
produced such a resolute performance 
despite just two wins in their previous 18 
league games, writes Tim Nash. 

But as well as all those dogged qualities 
displayed so abundantly, they were also 
grateful recipients of two rare slices of 
fortune. 

For after coming off very much the worse 
over Nenad Milijas’ red card and Frank 
Lampard’s tackle, replays proved the ball 
came off Dave Edwards for the corner 
Steven Fletcher scored from and that Kevin 
Foley just played Emmanuel Adebayor 
onside for the ‘goal’ Spurs had disallowed 
for offside just before half-time. But they 
surely deserved their luck. 

And while Wolves didn’t pull off the shock 
victory they earned at Spurs two years ago, 
they certainly achieved McCarthy’s pre¬ 
match aim of upsetting the applecart. The 
valuable point also emphasised something 
that’s been missing from Wolves’ play for 
too long until recently - defensive stability. 

It’s no coincidence that McCarthy’s side 
have reeled off four successive unbeaten 
away games since a step up in form of Wayne 
Hennessey and Roger Johnson. 

Both remained at the top of their game. 

And Johnson, whose header was saved in 
the build-up to Fletcher’s goal, was as big a 
component in that as anyone. 

Not only did he remain in Adebayor’s per¬ 
sonal space all afternoon, he made a per¬ 
fectly-timed sliding tackle to nick the ball off 
Rafael van der Vaart as he threatened to 
burst through. As an Arsenal man on Tot¬ 
tenham territory, Emmanuel Frimpong’s 
temperament isn’t likely to be as tested any¬ 
where as severely as it was on Saturday, and

McCarthy, who wisely took him off perhaps 
before he was sent off, knows he has to 
manage the 19-year-old carefully. 

Not so long ago, Wolves couldn’t function 
without Kevin Doyle. Now, with their 
former talisman on the bench, they surely 
can’t operate without Fletcher, whose 
workrate is up there with Doyle and whose 
touch is so silky that there’s always the 
chance to build the play off him. And he’s a 
goalscorer. 

As he proved at Anfield, Old Trafford and 
the Emirates, Fletcher isn’t only a man for 
the big occasion, but he also only needs one 
chance to score. 

His ninth of the season was the first Spurs 
had conceded in 276 minutes and only their 
third in nine games, and came from Wolves’ 
first attack, prodding home after Brad 
Friedel parried Johnson’s towering far-post 
header from a Matt Jarvis corner. 

But Fletcher’s effort wasn’t Wolves’ only 
first-half chance as Edwards sliced horribly 
wide from Jarvis’ inviting cross. 

After the break, Frimpong was denied the 
chance of making it 2-0 when his superb 
volley was clawed away by Friedel and 
within two minutes, Spurs levelled when 
Modric’s 20-yard drive squeezed under Hen¬ 
nessey for the keeper’s one mistake. 

Backed by a suddenly frenzied home 
support, Spurs attempted to lay siege to the 
visitors’ goal, but they couldn’t force home 
their advantage. 

Hennessey blocked from Adebayor then 
Lennon in the same move before the 
keeper’s legs denied substitute Jermain 
Defoe. Spurs’ fire had been extinguished, 
however, and Wolves went home with their 
precious point.
